CALLS SPEECH IN THE\SEHATE 


AGAINST WEYLEKX 


House Passes Second Class 


Mail Matter Bill. 


"Washington, 'Jan. 7.—The speech ol 


Senator Call of Florida on Cuba yester- 
day served as the medium for making 
public a letter giving a graphic descrip- 
tion o£ the Cabanas fortress at Havana 
and the surroundings of the American 
citizens imprisoned there. 


The circumstances surrounding the 


latter attracted marked interest to it, 
as Mr. Call said it came from a'public 
man of high standing In the United 
States, who would shortly occupy 
a. 


Place In the legislative branch of the 
government. This led to the impression 
that the letter was from .Senator-elect 
Money, whose recent- visit to Havana 
.h.-d attracted attention, ljut later Mr. 
Call removed 'this impression by saying 
the writer was a. prominent man from 
a northern state and a 
Republican. 


This exempted Mr. Money, who Is a 
Democrat from Mississippi. 


The character of the writer was in- 


dicated from nhls frequent references to 
visits In company with Consul General 
I.oe. The letter dealt with the Immedi- 
ate present, and described a visit made 
L-y tho writer and General Lee to Ca- 
banas fortress seven days ago, viz., on 
the morning of Dec. 30. . It told of the 
pitiful condition of the prisoners, some 
of them Americans, 
Including Julio 


Sangullly ana- a young man who was 
the companion of Charles Govln, the 
American 
newspaper 
correspondent, 


killed In Cuba. The recital of these 
prisoners was Given in full.

to bo Issued periodically and to sub-' 
scrlbers, but which are merely books or 
reprints of books, whether they be Is- 
sued complete or In parts, whether they 
bo bound or unbound, whether they be 
sold by subscription or otherwise,. or 
whether they purport to be premiums 
or supplements. or parts of regular 
newspapers or periodicals." . 
. The bill also denies to newspapers the 
"sample copy" privilege and the privi- 
lege enjoyed by newsdealers of return- 
Ing unsold publications at the second- 
class, rate.

The only other .important change in 


the present law provides that publishers 
whose publications are admitted as 
second-class matter shall be required 
before depositing such mall matter In 
the poatoffice.to separate the same Into 
United States mail sacks.or bundles by 
states, cities, towns and counties, as 
the postmaster general shall direct. 
The debate on the measure.yesterday 
was devoid of features.

Flumefl Drove 'Crew to Boats. 


Norwalk, Conn., Jan. 7,—The crew of 


the three masted schooner M. L. Bon- 
nell, which was burned to tlie water's 
"edge .in the sound Tuesday night, came 
ashore here-late yesterday. Captain W.' 
L. MacLear said the flre broke out about 
8 o'clock Tuesday night, while the Bou- 
nell was in mid-sound, southeast of Nor- 
walk Island light. It was caused by the

TREASURY • DISBURSEMENTS.- 


Gorerniuent Compelled to llasuma Pay- 


In? Out of-Treasury Xote*. 


New York, Jani 7.—Tlie Evening Post 


says: The disbursements of the treasury 
this month have made such inroads on 
the supply of greenbacks (United States 
tender notes) on hand that the govern- 
ment has been compelled to resume pay- 
ing out treasury notes at all the sub- 
treasuries, and it is likely that its supply 
of that form of money will still further 
decrease. 


For some months past the government, 


pursuant to the policy suggested by As- 
sistant United States Treasurer Conrad 
N. Jordan, jjld not pay out any treasury 
notes' that \l\tiy could avoid, thereby 
tending to diminish the withdrawals of 
gold, because treasury notes are redeem- 
able in gold at any of the sub-treasuries 
oE the United States. Notes (commonly 
called greenbacks) are redeemable In 
gold only at the sub-treasuries In tola 
city and San Francisco. Accordlng-to 
"W.L.Muhleman, deputy assistant United 
States treasurer in this city, the govern- 
ment, as a result of the policy of not pay- 
Ing out treasury notes, succeeded last 
3'ear In accumulating In the treasury 
about 540,000,000 of the J123.000.000 treas- 
•ury notes outstanding. The Increase In 
the gold reserve, on the other hand, 
tended to decrease the amount of United 
States notes (greenbacks) on hand, and 
that decrease has been made greater by 
reason of the growing deficit in the reve- 
nue required to meet the increasing dis- 
bursements. The deficit this month is 
expected to be.at least $16,000,000, which 
will further deplete the government1!! 
stock of greenbacks on hand. Already, 
since Jan. 1, the sub-treasiury-has lost 
59,000,000 on balance at the clearing 
house. That loss wilt lie offset slightly 
by gains from the banks over the coun- 
ter for various accounts, but the treas- 
ury payments for Interest alone this 
week -will aggregate -about 59,000.000. 
Thus the decrease In the United States 
legal tender notes on hand has made It 
necessary for the government to pay out 
treasury notes; but'as there Is no de- 
mand for gold now," tile reason for re- 
taining as many of them as possible In 
the treasury no longer exists. 


An interesting feature In the situation, 


though, Is that while the treasury IB pay- 
Ing out millions of dollars of notes, that 
are redeemable again by the government 
In. gold, the treasury Is receiving only 
silver (certificates) In payment for qu»- 
toras duties. In othar words, Tvhlje djp- 
charging \ta own obligations In gold, th« 
government Is compelled to recelve/and 
is receiving, only shyer for cuatomB du- 
ties, taxes, etc.

It Is con- 
ducted at'a necessarily considerable cost 
per capita for the purpose of furnishing 
to .1 llmlrerl number of young men a 
thorough technical education- In seaman- 
ship and navigation., as well as In ihe 
ordinary branches of study. In time of 
nrtiional emergency the naval service of 
ihe "United States would doubtless se- 
cure frcm the graduates of this school 
a most 
valuable class of well-trained 


and well-educated seamen. To a se.i- 
board stnte" like Massachusetts,

^;is 3. history, and, we trna^. a future of 
maritime achievement and prowess, the 
importance of fostering this department 
of effort need nor be argued. Recognlz- 
In"" this Importance, the national gov-

It. is gratifying to receive Lho favorable 
reports of the officers of che United Staies ; 
army detailed annually by the national 
government to inspect the militia of the 
commonwealth. These officers ure men of 
distinction and wide military experience, 
and may be supposed to be free 'from 
]ooril or 
DGr.sona! bias. They commend 


hitrbly .the personnel and discipline of our 
mJUtlo, and Us excellent appearance In 
drill ant? equipment. From my own ob- 
servation, as well-as che reports of others, 
I am assured that in the main an ex- 
cellent spirit pervades the several com- 
mands, and that the efficiency of tho 
troops Is constantly improving. 
When 
breaches of discipline occur, they 
are 


promptly Investigated and punished. In 
the community at large, and still more In 
the officers' quarters and in the tents of 
the privates, the old Idea of the militia- 
man, whose drill was a farce, who re- 
garded camp duty aa a time for boyish 
pranks, and to whom intoxication In oth- 
ers if not in his own person was a com- 
mon Incident, Is giving- plnce to the Idea 
of a citizen soldier, well-drilled and well 
behaved, with a pride in the g-ood repute 
of his command, and, as should be the 
case, himself- setting the example of or- 
derly citizenship. In tho several organi- 
zations there Is noticeable a spirit of en- 
thusiasm and generous emulation, and 
tills

to

and 


strengthened so long as in the conduct 
of all regimental affairs the best good 
of the command shall !j& the controlling ' 
factor, rather than personal or social con- j 
sideratlons. 


TAXATION". 


The modern community Is called upon 


to do much for its citizen. It must se- 
cure Jils person, and property fj-om vio- 
lence, ana so far as possible frpm acci- 
dent: It must guard his health against 
certP-In 
Insidious dangers arising 
from 


contagion. Impure water, diseased meat 
and other sources which the Individual 
citizen would be powerless to resist: It 
must provide him with public parks and 
public libraries; It must exercise a careful 
scrutiny over the instltuclons in which 
he deposits his savings, and must see 
that private corporations are not fraudu- 
lently established or conducted; ft must 
insist 
that 
quasi-public 
L-orporatlons, 


which receive exclusive privileges, shall 
make an adequate return TO the comni.vm- 
ily in the excellence and cheapness of 
their service, or in a direct payment for 
the franchises they receive; it must main- 
tain public schools, conns of justice, and 
unhappily 
also 
prisons, 
reformatories, 


almshouses and lunatic hoapltals. I have 
enumerated but 
11 part of the functions 


of the modern state. With t»ie progress 
of invention and the greater cpmplexicy 
of social life, 
IL la probable that these 


functions will Increase In the future. How 
best to raise by taxation the vast sums 
of money required 10 meet these demands , 
of a progressive civilization, Is a problem 
of sreat difficulty, 
which has not yet 


found its ultimate solution. Under any 
method the burden must be a. heavy one, 
and .the individual on whom I:: rests Is 
more apt to regard the weight of the tax 
than 
the arlcrjiiacy of the 
equivalent 


which he receives. Any system, however, 
sound 
or complete In theory, is con- 


demned when it is so difficult of enforce- 
ment that- any considerable number of 
those justly liable escape, their share o£ 
taxation. So far as such injustice exists, 
taxation becomes oppression. It is doubt- 
ful whether absolute equality can be at- 
tained, but. in my opinion, it is possible 
to approach It more nearly than Is at 
present 
accomplished. 
Simplicity 
and 


equality of. incidence—and this equality 
of incidence may be reached either cllraci- 
ly or Indirectly— aro more Important than 
theory or IOK!C. The system now In oper- 
ation in. this commonwealth is regarded 
by many a.s unsatisfactory. 
Ic either 


goes too far. or di>es not go for enough. 
It alms to reach all property, of whatever 
nature and wherever situate, the owner- 
ship of which Is hold within this com- 
monwealth. This It admittedly fails to 
accomplish. 
Tt Is true also "that the var- 


ied 
Investments of ihe man of 
la^ge 


means are mare likely to secure Immunity 
from taxation than the more localized 
property of the man of moderate estate. 
Recognizing the wide-spread dissatisfac- 
tion with the operation oE our present 
laws of taxation, the great complexity 
n n d . difficulty of the problem, and iho 
vast, importance of a Just and rational 
system 
oC 
taxation 
to 
the 
con- 


tent " and 
welfare 
of 
our 
people 


as 
wcrJl as 
to 
the 
commercial 
and 


Indus tr*.al 
prosperity 
of 
our Common- 


wealth, the legislature of VS.G wisely pro- 
vided for the appointment oi" avcommls- 
sion "to obtain*, collate; and report-facts 
concerning taxation, present a summary 
of conclusions to be d?vnvn therefrom, and 
suggest any changes advisable in the laws 
of the commonwealth relating to taxa- 
tion." the final report ot the commission 
to be presented no: later than the first 
day of October, 1^-07. In making the ap- 
pointments upon this commission, I. en- 
deavored 10 pfiU'Ct men who should fairly 
represent different interests and occupa- 
tions in tho community, but who svere 
Hot to my knowledge publicly committed 
as advocates either of the present system 
or of any substitute therefor, believing 
that these should be rather heard as wit- 
nesses by the commission than'themselves 
constitute the commission. If this -com- 
mission shall succeed In making such 
wise and just recommendations as shall 
resuit In rendering taxation in Arassachu- 
setts more equitable and loss onerous, i~ 
will be a service of great value to the 
commonwealth. Until ihelr report Is ren- 
dered you will probably consider U un- 
wise to make any Important changes In 
the laws now In operation. 


• - STRHET RAILWAYS. 
The essential difference between street 


railxmy companies and railroad corpora- 
tions lies In the fact that the former have 
the right to use, Jn common with other 
citizens,. t>3 public highways, whereas the 
latter have the exclusive use of their 
rond bcdd. In contemplation of law this 
right to use the public ways 13 grant- 
ed such companies on the sole ground 
tlwit it Js for the "Interest of the pub- 
lic" that they be allowed so to do; this 
phrase recurring repeatedly In the stiit- 
uics authorizing boards of aldermen In 
cities . and. the selectmen of. towns 
to 


grant, refuse, extend and revoke loca- 
tions. In theory, therefore, ihe granting1 
of a location Is an accommodation to the 
i}i:iillc. and not a privilege or glEt to the 
railway 
company; 
tl*2 franchise being 


granted solely for the convenience of-all 
the citizen as a method of affording cheap 
and convenient transportation over pub- 
lic ways. Upon this theory. If it Is found 
that the ri^ht of thus usliiff the streets 
Is profitable beyond a. moderate return 
upon the capital actuallv invested. It Is 
jusc to require that the fares be reduced 
or the service Improved. If this remedy 
were proved in practice to be easy of ap- 
plication, it would afford the best solu- 
tion of a vexed prr:>lem. But this has 
not been found to be the case, and, in 
consequence, contrary to the theory of 
our existing law, these-grants have often 
proved of great pecuniary value to the 
companies receiving them. This bas led 
to a general demand *lhat a direct re- 
Vurn should "be made to the treasury of 
tbe municipality, either by a fixed rental 
or tax. by a. toll upon the cars using" the 
streets' or by a percentage of receipts 
or profits. This can be justified only up- 
on a different theory; namely, that a val- 
uable right la granted to the company, 
and therefore Is taken away- from the 
public. .If such a direct return is exacted, 
It seems just, on ths other hand, that 
the company, under, a proper agreement, 
sh'ould, for a limited period, have the as- 
surance that its franchise should.not be 
revoked 
through caprice, unreasonable 


hostility or the lure of a higher bid from 
would-be competitors. It Is possible that 
In some municipalities one of these con- 
flicting 'theories might be more accept- 
able, "whereas In others the " public" con- 
venience might be better served by adop- 
tion of the other.

The i-ity of Boston owns the subway,, 
and pays for its construction. 
"Work upon this great public improve- 
ment In our capital city waa begun on 
the 2Sth of -March,' 1S95, and about..one- 
half ,of the total work has been done. 
The .city of Boston, by the Boston tran- 
sit commission, acting under the author- 
ity vested in It by the legislature, has 
lately granted to tbe West End atreet 
railway ccmpony, for the term of 20 
years, subject to certain reservations, 
restrictions and limitations, the entire 
use. of the subway for locations of the 
railway tracks of said company, and.for 
other purposes expressly en umeraced l:i 
the contract. 
It Is estimated that the 
annual payments required by this con- 
tract will be sufficient to meet the Inter- 
est ou the debt Incurred for construc- 
tion, and also to establish a sinking fund 
which will ps.3- the principal of the bonds 
at their maturity, nhus avoiding .any 
addition to' the tax levy In consequence 
of the building of the subway. 
This contract has received the required 
approval of the boarri of railroad com- 
missioners.-

The provisions of the contract appear 
to be fair to ihe company, and at the 
same time adequately 
to protect the 
rights nnd Interests of the city oC Boston 
nnd of the public. The action of the 
commLsslon In placing the entire .control 
O-.the subway-In the hards. oC a single 
responsible corporation . meets with my 
approval, as the best means oC Insuring 
safe and e*~-lent servLce. 
It Is expe.-ed than- -before the end oC 
the session., upon which you are now 
entering the subway will be open for 
traffic from tbe entrance on the Public 
Garden to Park street, and that Tremont 
slreet wlJl be relieved of -all Boj-lslon 
street cars, which now reverse at the. 
Granary burying ground. Upon the com- 
pletion of the subway to the northern 
station, not only the cars but the tracks 
will be removed. . as required by law, 
from Boylston and Tremont streets be- 
tween Park square and Scollay square. 
Other streets adjacent to the subway 
within prescribed limits may. also be 
cleared of such tracks as. In the opinion 
of the commission, are no longer neces- 
sary. 
The Boston trans-It commission 
was 
further required to build a new bridge1 
across the Charles river between the 
Charles river bridge and the "Warren 
brklgre. The location a ml design of this 
brldpe have been determined, and have 
received the approval of ihe harbor and 
land commissioners. The United Statea, 
by tin? secretary of war thereto duly 
authorized, .has issued its license, and 
the work is in progress. It Is expected 
that the brldc-e.wlll bo open for use by 
the close of the.year 1S9S. 
Until the full benefit Is realized from 
these two great constructive works, it 
will, in my opinion, be unwise to burcien 
with new servitudes the principal streets 
In the congested dlp;r1ct of the city.

BOSTON HARBOR. 
The great importance of maintaining 
the position of Boston as tl-..e second com- 
mercial port of the country has jrlven rise 
of late years to much discussion. The 
legislature of 1S96, bjr concurrent resolu- 
tion of the Iwo houses, requested the sen- 
ators and representatives of this com- 
monwealth In congress to .use their best 
elTorts to secure Ihe appioprlatlon of a 
sum of money adequate for deepening, 
slr-alghtenlng and widening1 existing* chan- 
nels In our harbor to the depth of 30 feet 
nt mean low water and to the width of 
not less than'1200-feet, and for opening 
a ra'lr waterway for vessels of the largest 
class through Broad Sound: Into the Presi- 
dent Heads. These efforts were In great 
degree successful, and resulted In the In- 
sertion in the rivers ami harbors act, 
passed, bv congress In .Tur.E!, 1S96. 
of a pro- 
vision for dredging the rrialn ship chan- 
nel to a minimum width of. 1000 feet and 
a minimum depth of 27 feet. Authority Is 
^Iven for the prosecution of the work 
under the continuing contract system, and i 
It Is therefore not likely to- be Inter- 
rupted. Contracts are authorized for an 
amount not to exceed S1,H5,000, or nearly 
one-half of the aggregate sum expended 
In the improvement of Boston harbor 
since 1S25. 
The commonwealth supplemented this 
liberal action of the- national government 
by appropriating the sum of ?150,000, trj be 
expended by the board of harbor and 
land "commissioners in dredging between 
the main ship channel and a line 50 feet 
DiusldD the Jiarbpr line. This great under- 


j taking w-as not begun too'soon. The nar- 
row and tortuous channel, which In tho 
past- was fairly adequate, for the com- 
merce ot the tlrr.e, had become a "posltlvo 
danger for the vessels ;of- far greater 
length and draught v.-hloh are. now In 
use. 
Commerce . easily leaves a

where It 13 subjected to perils. Inconven- 
iences'or exactions. In'^tnls connection 
the report which will be-;early .presenled. 
to you of the state board of docks and 
terminal facilities will claim your con- 
siderate attention.. I recommend that au- 
thority be given to the board, of harbor 
and land commissioners: to make such 
regulations as shall abate- the danger and 
nuisance caused by the common practice 
of continuing Into -our restricted harbors 
the towing of three or more vessels in a 
line of unnecessary length.' This-may be 
open to no grave objecl:.cn on the high- 
seas, but seriously impedes, navigation In 
P°"' METROPOLITAN DISTRICT. 
The commission appointed in 1S94 to In- 
vestigate the advisability of establishing 
n fi-enernl government with limited.powers 
for the city, of Boston and the surround- 
ing cities and towns, generally known as 
the metropolitan district, presented" Its 
report to the legislature of last year. Tho 
commissioners uoto the Increasing* Inter- 
relation of Interests wltifiln the proposed 
.district ip. such matters as water supply, 
'seweraerel'pargs, highways arid means-of 
.transportt^ion. and recommend- that-.the 
people ou the several cities and. towns 
Interested be given an opportunity to vote 
upon thsj main question,of the establish- 
ment, off a form of county government 
for the.bielropolitan dhitrlct. The legis- 
lature of last- year'-ref&rrod' this import- 
ant matter to, the nejct general .court, and 
It will therefore come before you for con- 
sideration and action:

The ' building- of the aqueduct, 12 
miles In lencih. to connect the Nashua 
rlvor at Clinzon r/Uli the reservoir in' 
process of construction Jn--Southborough 
and .Marlborou^h, has been bt-Kiin, and 
the worlc so far advanced as to-leave lit- 
tle doubt of its corr.plytlon early In the 
yrior 1S?3. This reservoir rvlll be sub- 
EtdT'.tifiJly compJoTcrT liy the close of the 
prcsciiit year, ar.d early in the year ISOS 
the waters of the south branch cT the 
Xu.shua river can be stored In this new 
reservoir, and be ailrjp'j to the existing 
supply of tlie metropolitan district. The 
larger part of the work of lavintr one of 
the two projected lines of 48-Inch main 
pipes from the Chestnut Hill reservoir 
pas been already accomplished, and It is 
«i.:cpected during-tthe present year to com- 
plete the connection of all the cllles and 
towns In the district with the Chestnut 
Hill reservoir.

dlesex Fells • parkway. 
These acquire-

• The reservations acquired under 
the 
park act of 1S93 remain practically the 
same as last year. The total area of the 
reservalions now under the control of 
the commissioners la nearly 7,000 acres. 
The funds appropriated to the use o* 
this board aggregate, under the park act, 
53 300,000, and under the boulevard act, 
51,000.000. 


This- amount, together with all future 


additions thereto. Is ultimately to be 
apportioned' among and borne by the 
several cities and towns within the dis- 
trict.

It Is con- 
ducted at a necessarily considerable cost 
per capita for the purpose of furnishing- 
to a limited number of young- men a 
thorough technical education in seaman- 
ship and n? vitration. as T^ell as In the 
ordinary branches of study. In time of 
national emergency the naval sen-Ice, of 
the United States would doubtless se- 
cure t ram ' the ffraduaV,?s of this school 
a most valuable class of well- trained 
and well-educated seamen. To a aea- 
b'oard state .like Massachusetts. . which 
Sas a history, and. we cru^t, a future of 
maritime achievement and prowess, the 
Importance ol fostering' this department

These officers' aro men of 
distinction and wide military experience 
and may be supposed to be free from 
local or personal bias. They commend 
hiriily the personnel and discipline of our 
militia, and Its excellent appearance In 
drill anc1 equipment. From my own. ob- 
servation, as well as the reports of others 
I am assured that In the main an ex- 
cellent spirit pervades the1 several com- 
mands, and that the efficiency -of tho 
troops la constantly Improving.

breaches of discipline occur, they 
are 


promptly Investigated and punished. In 
the community at large, and still more In 
the officers' quarters and m the tents ot 
the privates, the old Idea of the militia- 
man; whose drill was " a" farce,' who ire- 
garded camp duty as a time for boyish 
pranks, and to whom Intoxication in oth- 
ers If not In his own person wag a com- 
mon incident, is giving- place to the- Idea 
of a citizen soldier, well-drilled1 and well 
behaved, with, a pride In the pood rnpuie 
of his command, and, as should iio the 
case, himself setting- ilie example ot' or- 
derly citizenship.

.The- modern community is cabled upon 
to do much for Ita citizen: It rmust se- 
cure his person and property from vlo- 
lencr, and so far as possible from., acci- 
dent: It must guard his health ag-aiust 
certain 
Insidious dangers ririslnc; 
from 
contagion, Impure water, diseased meat 
and other sources which the Individual 
citizen would be powerless to resist; it 
must provide him with public paries and 
public libraries; it must exercise-a careful 
scrutiny over the Institutions in which 
he deposits his saving's, and must see 
that private corporations arc not fraudu- 
lently .estanlisJ-.cd or conducted; U must 
Jn.=]si 
that 
qun si-public 
corporations, 
which receive exclusive prLvHes-es, shal! 
make an adequate return to the commun- 
ity in the excellence and cheapness of 
their service, or In a direct payment for 
the franchises they receive; If must main- 
tain public schools, courts of Justice, and 
unhappily 
also 
prisons, 
reformatories, 
almshouses and lunatic' hospitals, I have 
enumerated but a part of the functions 
of the modern state. With tiie progress 
of Invention and1 the greater complexity 
of socJ.il" life, It Is probable that these 
functions will increase in the future. How 
best to raise by taxation the vast sums 
of money required to meet these demands 
of a progressive civilization, Is a problem 
ot great difficulty, which has not yet 
found its ultimate solution. Under any 
method the burden must he a heavy one. 
and the" individual on whom it rests Is 
more ape to regard the WGlghE of the tax 
than 
the .adequacy of the 
equivalent 
T.'lilch he receives. Ar.y system, however, 
sound or complete in theory, is con- 
demned when it is so difficult of enforce- 
ment that any considerable number of 
those Justly liable escape their share of 
taxation. So far as such injustice exists, 
taxation becomes oppression. Ic Is doubt- 
ful whether absolute equality can he at- 
tained, but. in my opinion. It is possible 
to approach 
It more nearly thtm is rit 
present 
accomplished. 
Simplicity 
and 
equality of Incidence—and this equality 
of incidence may be reached either direct- 
ly or Indirectly—are more important than 
theory or logic. The system now In oper- 
ation in this commonwealth Is regarded' 
by many as uns.itisfnctory. 
It either 
goes too-far, or dries not go frir enough. 
It alms to reach all" property, of whatever 
nature and wherever situate, the owner- 
ship of which is. held within, this com- 
monwealth. This It admittedly falls to 
accomplish. It Is true also that the var- 
ied 
Investments ot the man of 
la^ jje 
means are more likely to secure Immunity 
from taxation than the more localized 
property of the man of moderate estate. 
Recognizing1 the wide-spread dissatisfac- 
tion with the operation of our present 
laws of taxation, the great complesity 
and difficulty of the problem, and the 
vast Importance of a just and rational 
system 
of 
taxation 
to 
the con- 
tent 
and 
welfare 
of 
our 
people' 
as 
wall 
ae 
to the 
commercial 
and 
industrial prosperity 
of our common- 
wealth, the legislature of 1ST5 wisely pro- 
vided for the appointment of a commis- 
sion "to obtain, collate and report facts- 
concerning- taxation,: present a summary 
of conclusions to b«; drawn therefrom, and 
sug-eeat any changes advisable In the laws 
of the commonwealth' relating to taxa- 
tion," the final report of the commission 
to be presented not lacer than the first 
day of October, 1S97. In making- the ap- 
pointments upon 'this commission, I en- 
deavored to select men who should fairly 
represent different Interests and occupa- 
tions in the community, hut who wern 
rot-to my knowledge publicly committed 
as advocates either of the present system- 
or of any substitute therefor, believing 
that these should be rather" heard as wit- 
nesses by the commission than themselves 
constitute the commission. If this com- 
mission shall succeed In making such 
wise and Just recommendations as shall' 
result In rendering- taxation In Massachu- 
setts more equitable and less onerous, It 
will be n. service of great" value tp the 
commonwealth. UntiVtheir report is ren- 
dered you will probably consider It un- 
wise to-malce any important changes In 
the-laws now In-operation. 


STREET RAILWAYS. 
The essential difference between- street 
railway companies and railroad corpora- 
tions lies in the fact that the former have 
the right to use, In common with other 
ciiizens, t*6 public highways, whereas the 
latter, have the exclusive use of their 
road beds. In contemplation of law this 
right to use the public ways Is grant- 
ed such companies on the-sole ground 
that it .Is, for the "Interest of the pub- 
lic" that they be allowed so to do; tills 
phrase recurring repeatedly' m tne stat- 
ures authorizing boards of aldermen- in 
cities and the selectmen of towns to 
crant, refuse; extend and revoke loca- 
tions: In theory, therefore, the granting 
of a location Is an accommodation to the 
public.-and. not a privilege or gift to the 
railway company; 
L!K franchise beins 
granted solely for the convenience of all 
the citizen as a method of affording cheap 
and convenient-transportation over pub- 
lic ways. Upon this theory, if It Is found 
that the right of thus usin? the streets 
Is. profitable beyond a moderate return 
upon the .capital-actually invested, it-Is- 
Just to require that the fares be reduced 
or the service Improved. Jf this" remedy 
were proved In practice to be easy oC ap- 
plication, it would afford the best solu- 
tion, of a vexed pn ilem. But this has 
not been found to be the case,, and. In 
consequence, contrary to -the theory of 
our existing lavr, these grants have often 
proved, of sreat pecuniary value to the 
companies receiving- tli^m. This has led 
to a general demand *chat &• direct re- 
Vurn should be" made to trie treasury of 
the municipality, either by a fixed rental 
or tax. by a toll upon the cars using1 the 
streets dr by a -percentage of receipts., 
or profits. This" can be justified only up- 
on a different theory; namely, that a val- 
uable right la granted to the company; 
and therefore is tafeen away from the 
public.- If such a. dlrftcc return is-exacted., 
ic sesma just, on the other hand, that 
the company, under a proper agreement, 
should; for a limited period, have the as- 
surance that ITS franchise should not be 
revoked ttircugh caprice, unreasonable 
hostility or the lure of a higher bid from 
would-be coiapctitorg; It is possible "that 
In some municipalities one of these con- 
flicting- theories might be more accept- 
able, whereas in othere- the public con- 
venience1 might be better served "by adop- 
tion ot the other. Uhxler existing1 legisla- 
tion, there Is no authority tp Jmppsa^any.. 
tax whatever. • I recommend that this au- 
thority be granted; : • 
:'The original theory of-the street rail-, 
'ways doubtless contemplated . the grant- 
Ing of locations In. the streets of a single 
town.' or • at • most In'the streets of two 
adjacent towns. But" the'Improvements In, 
electrical appliances have led to the for- 
"mailon of companies for operating" .lines 
of considerable "length, passing .through- 
the territory'- of several towns. In these 
cases, arid -perhaps In all- cases; It "is a.- 
questlon whether there should-not be. the 
right of appeal from the local municipal 
hoard upo'n questions of - public conven-'. 
Ier.ce to some higher tribunal; such as the 
board of railroad corn>ilssloncra.,

The olty of JToston o-wna th-i fliifcv/ay, 
ajid pays far its construction. 
,. "Work *.inc£. t-nis great public Improve- 
ment i:i cur c&ptitsj city was bes'iin on." 
'the 2Sth of "3Iarch, 1SS5/ and about one- 
h"all-of the totaJ work has been done. 
Tlie city of "Boston, by'the Boston tran- 
sit commission, acting under the author- 
ity -vested In it by the legislature, has 
lately granted to the "West End street 
ralIway company, for the term of 20 
years, subject 
to certain . reservations; 
restrictions -and limitations, the entire- 
use of the subway for locations of the 
railway tracks .of. said company, dri'd' for" 
other purposes expressly enumerated Jn 
the contract. It la estimated that the 
annual payments required by this con- 
tract will be sufficient to meet .the Inter- 
est on the debt incurred for construc- 
tion, and also to establish a sinking fund 
which will pay the principal of the bonds 
at their, maturity, ^hus. avoiding" any 
addition to the tax levy In consequence 
of ihe building of the subway. 


This- contract has received the required 
approval .of .the-rboard- of railroad com- 
missioners..

The provisions of the "contract appear 
to be fair to the company, and at the 
same time adequately to protect the 
.rights and Interests of th'e city of Boston 
and 01! the. public. The action of the 
commission In placing the entire control 
ot the subway In .the hands of a single 
fosp'onslble' corporation meets with my 
"approval, as the best-means .of Insuring 
safe nnd e^iient service. 
It Is expt.-ed tha.t before the end of 
the session upon' which you" are now 
entering the subway will be open for 
traffic from the entrance on the Public 
Garden to Park street, and that Tremont 
street will be" relieved of all Boylston 
street cars, which now reverse at: the 
-Granary burying- jrroundl .Upon the com- 
pletion of the subway to the northern 
sla.tlon, not only the cars but the tracks 
will be removed, as required by law, 
from Boylston-and Tremont streets be- 
tween Park square and Scollay square.

Flames DroT* Crew to Boats. 


Norwalk, Conn., Jan. 7.—The crew of 
he three masted schooner M. L: Bon- 
iell, which was burned, to the water's 
age in the sound Tuesday night, came

TEEAStJEY DISBURSEMENTS. 


Government Compelled to Rcstniu Fay, 


ln£,Out of-Trcc^aTj Note!*. 


New York, Jan. 7.—The Evening Post 


says: The disbursements of the treasury 
this month have made such Inroads on 
the.supply ol greenbacks (United States 
tender notes) on hand that the govern- 
ment has been compelled, to resume pay- 
ing out treasury notes at all the sub- 
treasuries, and It Is likely that Its supply 
of that form of money will still further 
decrease. 


For some months past the government, 


pursuant to the policy suggested by As- 
sistant United States Treasurer Conrad 
N. Jordan, £id not pay out any treasury 
notes that \hey coul3 avoid, thereby 
tending to diminish the withdrawals of 
gold, because treasury notes are redeem- 
able In gold at any of the sub-treasuries 
of' the United States; Notes (commonly 
called greenbacks) are redeemable in 
gold only at the sub-treasuries In this 
city and San Francisco. According to 
W.L.Muhleman. deputy assistant Unitei 
States treasurer in this city, the govern- 
ment, as a result of the policy of not pay- 
ing out treasury notes, succeeded last 
year in accumulating In the treasury 
about 340,000,000 of the $123,000,000 treas- 
ury notes outstanding. The Increase in 
the gold reserve, on the other hand 
tended to decrease the amount of Unitei 
States notes (greenbacks) on hand, ant 
that decrease has been made greater by 
reason of the growing deficit in the reve- 
nue required to meet the increasing dia 
bursements. The deficit this month ig 
expected to be at least 515,000,000, which 
will further deplete the government's 
stock of greenbacks on hand. Already 
Since Jan. 1, the sub-treasury has los 
J9,000,000 on balance at the clearing 
house. That loss will Be offset sliehtlj 
by gains from the banks over the coun 
ter for various accounts, but the treas- 
ury payments- for interest alone this 
week will aggregate about 59,000,000. 
Thus the decrease in .the United States 
legal tender notes on hand, has made it 
necessary for the government to pay out 
treasury notes; but as there is no de- 
mand for gold now, tfie reason for re- 
taining as many of them as possible in 
the treasury no longer exists.. 
i 
An interesting feature in the situation, 


though, is that while the treasury is pay- 
ing out millions of dollars of notes, that 
are redeemable again by the government 
in gold, the treasury is receiving ouly 
silver (certificates) in payment for cus- 
toms duties. In other words, while dijs- 
charglng Its own obligations in gold, the 
government is compelled to receive, and 
Is ratsiving, only silver for customs du- 
ties, taxes, etc.
